tics was an expensive business. Tbe 
resources of bis road began to grow 
less, and to carry his point with various 
legislators as the story goes, he was 
obliged to spenJ large sums of »oney. 
At all events, his company failed, and 
by a number of English bondholders, 
who were largely interested, the road 
was forced into the hands of a receiver. 
Being in this way deposed from bis in- 
fluential position, Mahone immediately 
turned bis attention to politics, not in 
the interest of his friends as before, but 
to benefit and gain position for him- 
self. In 1877, accurately •??«>««}- 
ing public sentiment, he plaeed himself 
at the head of the so-cslled readjust- 
ment movement, in reality a movement 
to repudiate the legal'debt of the State, 
and, supported by the repudiating ele- 
ment, demanded at the hands of the 
Democratic convention the nomination 
for Governor. He eoatroled absolutely 
460 of the delegates, but was unable 
to secure votes enough tor the nomina- 
tion. Bring assured of *Ws, he cast 
all bis strength for Governor Holliday, 
as against John W. Daniels, bis person- 
si and political enemy. So Holliday 
secured the nomination, and was ulti- 
mately elected to the Chief Magis 
tracy. 


When Mahone took the action des- 


cribed, he had every reason to believe 
that Holliday would, after the ehetton, 
act as his friend, and rid him to swnre 
any position whieh he might desire. 
This proved to be a great mistake. In- 
stead of aiding him, Holliday, immedi- 
ately after his inauguration, entered 
into elose relations with John W. Dan- 
iels and the most bitter enemies of 
Mahone. Seeing this, many of the 
shrewdest and most influential politi- 
cians in Virginia predicted that Ma- 
hone's influence was drawing to an end. 
It was under these ciroamstanees, be- 
trayed by those whom be bad served 
and without any hopes of consideration 
from the Demoeracy, that he entered 
into the last campaign for the Legisla- 
ture. It was apparently an up-hill 
fight from the nrst. All the best Re- 
publicans in the State united with the 
honest Conservatives in the effort to 
elect only "debt-paying oandidaUs" to 
the General Assembly. Last July Mr. 
Mahooe admitted to a prominent poUU- 
eian, now in Washington, that the most 
the Readjosters ooald bopa for was thai 
they might hold the balance of power 
between the Democrats who were for 
the paymant of the debts and those who 
desired to readjust it. 
After theelte- 


tion was over, however, mush to the 
surprise of every one, it was found that 
repudiation candidates nominated by 
Mahone had been elected in large num- 
bers, and that there had also been elect- 
ed a number of colored men and se- 
oalled Republicans who were, for all 
practical purposes, absolutely under bis 
control. Supported by these two ele- 
ments, Mr. Mahone was elected to the 
United States Senate. He is now prac- 
tically the dictator of Virginia ; he 
holds the Legislature absolutely, and, 
without bring under any obligation M 
the Demoeracy.
